?®od  reasons  for  marking  music  at  what  would  seem  to  be  a 
1C  1 ions  price;  while  this  may  not  seem  reasonable  to  those  not  trained 
in  the  music  business,  the  custom,«evertheless,  has  proved  its  ri-ht  to 
existence. 

There  naturally  must  be  a fixed  price  from  which  to  compute  the  va- 
nous  discounts  that  are  allowed  to  those  who  are  large  usets  of  music 
such  as  schools,  teachers,  dealers,  etc.;  and  for  convenience  in  billing  J 
in  fact  all  details  connected  with  bookkeeping.  ^ 

There  are  influences  at  work  to  compel  publishers  to  inaugurate  some 
change  in  the  custom  of  pricing  sheet  music.  To  adopt  any  radical  change 
in  a custom  so  long  established  and  so  deeply  rooted  would  involve  an 
enormous  expense;  no  end  of  confusion;  and  no  particular  benefit  to  any 
one  concerned.  We  therefore  see  no  good  reason  for  making  any  change 
and  in  order  to  avoid  the  troublous  conditions  and  expense  that  a change 
would  involve  we  will  continue  to  price  our  publications  In  accordance 
with  the  long  prevailing  custom.
